in Puddingstone 


With 1,100,000 cubic yards of dirt 


to haul into' the dam under construc- 
tion at Puddingstone, to take care 
of the flood waters from San.Dimas 
canyon, and ultimately to be .used 
as,a source of water supply for Los 
Angeles city, Engineer C. H. Kich- 
ards states that he hopes to move in 
the two steam shovels from Thomp- 
son creek to augment the two al- 
ready at the Puddingstone site as 
soon as operations on that project 
were completed. With the signing 
of the contract between the city of 
Los Angeles and the county, it was 
necessary to change the type of the 
dam, according to Engineer Rich- 
ards, and work will start within the 
next few days on a dry fill dam, 
which will be 1000 feet from the 
upper to the lower toes, 150 feet 
high for the present, and ultimately, 
when the city of Los Angeles con- 
nects it with the Boulder dam 'pro- 
ject, 175 feet high. 


There will be no concrete core 


wall, concrete being used only to 
cement'^he outlet tunnel and to face 
the upstream toe. The dirt, which 
can be hauled at a rate of 1500 
cubic yards each day while but two 
Shovels are on the job, will be placed 
in layers, thoroughly tamped and 
hardened. At the present time work- 
men, are replacing some of the ma- 
terial which was washed out; during

The change of plans for the dam 


necessitated the digging of a trench 
core to take away the loose material 
on the sides of the canyon so that 
there would be a perfect bond be- 
tween the hills and the material be- 
ing hauled in, making a non-porous 
formation at the heart of. the clam.

washing out of the temporary dam 
was not due to the failure of con- 
struction, but rather to the fact that 
water overflowed the top of the dam 
and washed out from the down- 
stream side. The outlet tunnel has 
been dug on the east side of the 
dam and is 110 feet deep at the 
points where the valves will be op- 
erated at the top of the knoll. 


When the dam is completed to a 


height of 175 feet, the capacity will 
be 40,000 acre feet of water, and 
the city of Los Angeles has allowed 
$150,000 for tho widening of the 
base and for additional work which 
is necessary at the present time. 
Cost for the 25 feet to be added 
later will be borne by the city also.

Apparently the day is passing when American athletes 


can be depended on to win almost invariably. This state 
of affairs, too, is coming about not because Americans are 
doing worse but because competitors from other lands are 
doing better. During the last few weeks this country has 
witnessed several interesting athletic spectacles. It has 
seen young Charley Hoff of Norway vaulting to new 
heights and new records with an ease amazing to every- 
body. It has been surprised to find two young French ten- 
nis players coming forward with such a rush that they have 
at times beaten the best this land had to offer on the courts. 
It likewise looked on while Mile. Lenglen beat Miss Helen 
"Wills on the 'Riviera, though that was not what one could 
term an upset. In a word, athletic competition of all sorts 
is becoming more spirited. 


The reverses suffered by American athletes this season 


have not been so surprising as would have been the case 
if Paavo Nurmi, the apparently indefatigable runner from 


. Finland, had not been a visitor to these shores last year. 


Nurmi showed his heels to all contestants against him with 
a regularity probably unprecedented', in all our history of 
participation in international matches of the sort. Perhaps 
the end of it all is not yet, for invitations to attend the 
great track meet in Philadelphia in July have been extend- 
ed several of Europe's outstanding performers in track and 
field sports. Among those tendered an invitation to com- 
pete are Nurmi of Finland, Lord Burghley and Douglas 
Lowe of England, Wirath of France and various others 
with established reputations. 


It is to be hoped the foreigners come over and do well. 


It adds to the spice of the whole matter for athletics to 
have uncertainty pertaining to it. America can hold its 
own, very likely, but in any case the game is the thing. It 
will likewise inspire greater effort among Americans gen- 
erally if the pace set by those from other lands is swifter.

"It did nothing'of the sort. Today, churchmen and 


religious institutions are foremost among those digging 
back into the past to discover the beginnings of faith. 
Nothing is more obsolete than the teachings of such men 
as Robert Ingersoll, who imagined that scientific discovery 
had annihilated the churches. 


"These are heartening facts. For the best achieve- 


ments and the finest promise of individuals and of nations 


• are inspired by religion. 


"But for Christianity the rule of the survival of the 


fittest—or the fiercest—would be the law of the world. Re- 
ligion gives us brotherhood and compassion. It gives us 
conscience. 
'' So long as the churches are strong and healthy, so 


long as men and women turn to religion for solace and 
guidance, there is no need to look gloomily toward the 
future. Support the church in your community. Take part 
in the spiritual life of the nation. There is the hope of the 
world.''—Exchan ge.

Costly Delay 


Following months of vexatious and 


costly delay, the board of supervisors 
last week authorized work on the 
Puddingstqne, Dalton and Thompson 
creek dams and provided additional 
moneys for the Sawpit canyon dam. 


A contract between the city of 


Los Angeles and the county flood 
control district, providing for the 
storage of Colorado river water as 
well as flood waters in the Pudding- 
stone dam at San Bimas was ap- 
proved. As chief engineer of the 
lood control district, James W. Rea- 
jan was authorized to proceed with 
construction 
of 
the 
Dalton 
and 


Thompson creek dams, the former at 
Glendora. This means that the coun- 


itself will build these two dams. 


The Dalton has been altered from a 
multiple arch dam to a gravity struc- 
ture, under recommendation of the 
state engineer. ' 
' 


Approximately $175,000 was set 


iside for further expense in the 
>uilding of the Sawpit canyon dam 
at Monrovia, enabling the present 
contractors on that structure to pro- 
ceed with the work. All dams arc 
contained in the $35,500,000 program 
of flood control and water conserva- 
ion bonds which were approved 
some time ago.

As the close of school approaches,

In Cali- 
fornia ideal camping sites eliminate 
all hotel costs, and the question of 
accessibility is governed by your 
automobile. To those who delight in 
nature in its primitive and majestic 
forms, the High Sierras possibly of- 
fer the greatest inducements. 


The past week-end the Argus edit- 
went on a scouting trip and we 


believe found all these requirements. 
We spent Saturday, Sunday and part 
of Monday in the Sequoia National 
park, in the High Sierras, which has 
truly been called "the park of the 
big trees.'' There the sequoia gigan- 
tea, which is found nowhere else in 
the world outside of California, has 
reached its most magnificent 'devel- 
opment. 


There are twelve groves of big 


trees in tins park, the tallest .and 
most famous being the giant forest, 
3200 acres in extent, 
containing 


many specimens that exceed 30 feet 
in diameter. The "General Sherman 
tree, 36.5 feet through at the base, 
and 278 feet in height, the largest 
of all living things, is found in this 
area. 


The writer left Covina shortly af- 


ter 7 o'clock Saturday morning and 
by S o'clock of the same evening 
was comfortably camped in the midst 
of this beautiful" forest at an alti- 
tude of 0400 feet. We drove by way 
of the ridge route, Bakersfield, De- 
lano, Porterville, Lindsay, Exeter, 
and Lemon Cove. At Lemon Cove 
we left the boulevard and commenc- 
ed the climb over splendid dirt roads 
to the summit of the Sierras, a dis- 
tance of 39 miles. This mountain 
road, completed this spring, is safe 
at all points, and with the exception 
of a few curves two ears can pass at 
any place. 


We made our camp at the base of 


a big sequoia over 60 feet in circum- 
ference. The camp is supplied with 
water under pressure and sanitary 
facilities at no cost to the campers 
by the United States government. 


The park is a game retreat and we 


were awakened Sunday morning by 
the visitation of a herd of deer pass- 
ing within a few feet of our sleeping 
quarters. During the day we became 
more familiar with these beautiful 
animals and by night time they 
would eat out of our hands. The 
small California bear are also plenti- 
ful and during our stay in the park 
we saw six. Monday morning we 
were 
awakened 
shortly" after 
5 


o'clock by a four-point buck nib- 
bling at the foot of our sleeping bag. 


Sequonia park contains much of 


grandeur and interest in addition to 
the big trees, including King river 
canyon. Mono park, Monarch divide, 
King-Kern divide, and Mt. Whitney, 
the highest peak in the United 
States. 


Grant Forest lodge, the center of 


life in the Sequoia National park 
and headquarters for visitors in that 
region, is reached by excellent auto- 
mobile roa<ln. Accommodations are 
provided by a lodge which ia open 
from June'lU to September 14, and 
visitors who desire may rent camp 
and equipment by week or month, 
if they <lu not \tiah to take their 
stuff with them in their automobile.

Paper Cups and Dishes 


Made by Electricity 


Exemplifying the many dlversi- 


flftd applications of electricity, in- 
genious machines are now used for 
making paper cups and dishes by a 
manufacturing concern in Brooklyn, 
The creation of these paper cups 
Is an Interesting process. Mechani- 
cal fingers on un ingenious electric- 
driven machine pick up a single 
olsk of fine quality paper and place 
It In a section of the machine for 
pressing. This pressing gives the 
cup Its shape, plaiting the sides for 
strength and rigidity. The piece is 
then transferred to another unit of 
the same machine, where it is steril- 
ized by heating. 


When the second step has been 


completed, the cup has assumed its 
final form with plaited sides, nat- 
ural curved lip and tumbler shape. 
But, as a measure of added'effi- 
ciency, it Is put through a third 
process, being spjrayed with 
hot 


paraffin, which seals the plaits and 
gives Increased rigidity and crisp- 
ness. 
From this point the cup 


passes into a baking 
chamber, 


where the paraffin is drained off. 
The finished cups are carried along 
on an endless conveyor past a fan, 
the breeze from which hastens dry- 
Ing. 


Relieves Workers of 


Stigma of Suspicion 


To save workers in factories 


which employ in their 
products 


gold, silver, or precious stones from 
suffering the Indignity of being se- 
lected for searching, a Danish en- 
gineer has Invented a special ap- 
paratus. 


Hitherto, the custom has been to 


stop a certain proportion of the 
workers leaving such factories at 
night, thus apparently casting sus- 
picion upon the individuals selected. 
By the new Invention the worker 
asked to adjourn to the searching 
room is chosen by a machine. 


The apparatus consists of a con- 


tainer holding a number' of balls, 
corresponding to the ni'-'ber of 
workers engaged in the 
factory. 


Some of the balls are made of a ma- 
terial conductive of electricity. As 
the workers pass to the exit they 
?ress a button, when a ball 13 re- 
eased. It rolls out of the container 
and a white lamp glows for a mo- 
ment. 
In such case the worker 
passes on. 


Should one of the 
conducting 


spheres roll out, the electric cur- 
rent turns on a red lamp, wlilch 
means that the person indicated is 
one of those to be searched.

It will of its own Accord 


and without any attention of any 
kind begin to put out new green 
shoots. 
When these new shoots 


show themselves the plant should 
be given a thorough watering, a re- 
potting If necessary, and brought 
up Into its place in the sun. 
After 


it Is growing well It may be given 
fertilizer. 


Skis and Snowshoes 


Owing to the thick forests of 


America the snowshoe has

found to be more suitable for use 
than the ski, which is preferred in 
less wooded regions. The large 
flat surface of the snowshoe fur- 
nishes a larger plane of resistance 
to the soft' snow and by distributing 
the weight of the wearer over a 
larger surface does not break the 
brittle crust on 'top of the snow, 
which makes progress without snow 
shoes impossible.
